Latitude is al- 


lowed smokers over sixty years of age, 
but those under sixty "must get cured 
before arriving at sixty years of age. 
Per.-un.s who sinoke or buy opium 
without certificates will be punished. 
No new smokers will be allowed from 
the date of prohibition. The amount 
of opiuui supplied to each smoker 
must decrease by one-third each year, 
so that within a few years there' will 
be no opium smoked at all."

iorinauy years tbe Chinese ha\e 


rightly considered the United States 
Ijff ir best frieud amouj; tbe great pow- 
ers. The American Government has 
never attempted any territorial grab- 
bing, it has prohibited the carriage of 
opium to Chinese ports in American 
ships, it has stood for the preservation 
of the integrity of the Chinese Empire 
and for the open door policy, aud has 
not only been fair but most generous 
in regard to her share of the Boxer in- 
demnity exacted from China by the 
powers. 1 believe the Chinese gov- 
ernment aud the Chinese people both 
appreciate and are grateful for the 
friendship always shown by the l,"ni- 
ted States Government, aud that this 
feeling is still dominant in spite of the 
resentment which naturally followed 
the harsh measures of a few years ago 
which subjected all classes of Chinese 
entering tbe States to very humiliat- 
ing formalities on lauding. Xow that 
all nations are competing so keenly 
for a share iu the Chinese trade, the 
policy of the Tatted States should be 
a conciliatory one, if for uo other rea- 
son than commercial expediency. Our 
geographical position aud nearness to 
China should give us a great advan- 
tage over the more distant European 
nations iu competing for the China 
trade, but we must be prepared to deal 
with the Chinese iu as» liberal a man-
